Throughout the foreign language department the study of each country’s language is combined with its history and 
culture. 

In Latin I, a basic knowledge of grammar and mythological characters is stressed. Beginning with background 
stories from Roman history, Latin II continues with a large portion of Julius Caesar’s Commentaries of the Gallic 
Wars. Latin III consists mainly of the reading of the political orations of Cicero, while Latin IV students read the first 
six books of Vergil’s epic The Aeneid. 

The first year French student is confronted with learning the everyday words and phrases of the French people. 
The second year pupil concentrates on the irregular verbs while the third and fourth year, he studies the literature, 
civilization and culture of France. 

The first year of Spanish is, like all other languages, concerned with getting a basic knowledge of the fundamentals 
in grammar. The second year furthers this education and introduces the pupil to the culture of Spain. In the third 
and fourth years the student reads the literature of the Spanish people and learns of their customs and way of life.
